It has been assumed that the coming 
elections dictated this move . 

In any case after some twenty six years in and 
out of diplomacy I am about readytto hang up the stripped =22n 
pants and retire to cultivating my garden and-writing some 
more books. lf you will be in this area I would really be 
delighted to have you for a week end.
